All 
the child welfare organisations of 
tho county will co-operate with this 
council, and the council affiliates 
with the Public Health Center

Bailey being its representative 
on 


the board of governors of the health 
center. 


The work of the County 
Child 


Welfare Countl will be of two kinds: 
First, child weighing and meas- 
uring centers, often called in other 
cities well baby clinics; and, becond, 
educational lectures and exhibits. 
The first of these child welfare 


centerb is the one at Plymouth Cen- 
ter, Yo^emite and Piedmont avenues, 
Oakland, which is open every Tues- 
day Irom 1 to 2 p. m. with dictor 
and nurses in attendance to measure 
and weigh children under six years 
of age, and to advise with the moth- 
ers as to proper food and care for 
their little one:,. Many mothers have 
already taken ad\antage of this op-
